A ſecond Proclamation for the apprehenſion of 


Richard Smich, a Popiſh Prieſt, ſtiled, and calling him- 
ſelſe, The Biſhop of Calcedon, 


Hlereas by Our Proclamation, bearing date the 


5 


eleuenth day of December laſt paſt, ( foz the reaſons in that 
Our Pꝛotlamation expzeſſed) Mee did ſtraitly commannd , that 
one ok Our Dublects ſhould harbour an conceale the lard 
Sb, but that foozthwith they would arreſt and appzehend his 
(hs 5 RY p 8 bodie, and bing him befoze the next Juſtice of Peace, to the place 
— where hee ſhould bee appꝛehended, whom wee thereby comman- 
ded to commit him to pziſon without Baple oz Mainepꝛile, and pzeſently to enfozme Us, 
02 Our P2tute Counſell, of his appzehenſion : And Wee did thereby declare , That ik any 
perſon ſhould then after , directly oꝛ tndtrectly , harbour oꝛ conceale the ſayd smith, 02 ble, oꝛ 
tonntue at any meanes, whereby the layd Smith might eſcape from beeing appꝛehended oꝛ ar- 
reſted, that wee chould extend the vttermoſt ſeueritie of Our Lawes againſt eneryſuch of- 
fender, as by Dur Pꝛoclamation moze at large appeareth Which Our Pzoclamation hath 
not pet wzought that good effect which Wee expected, the layd smith beeing till hidden and 
harboured by thoſe, who, beeing infected and blinded with Popiſh ſuperſtition, p:eferre their 
reſpects to him befoꝛe their duetie to Us. and the feare of Our high diſpleaſure , andthe con- 
ſequence thereof; wee therefoze, by the adutce of Our Pꝛinie Counſell , haue thought fit by 
this Our ſecond pꝛoclamation to renew Our fozmercommand in that behalfe. 
And to the end that none of Our Subiects may hereafter excuſe themlelues by a pꝛeten⸗ 
. dedignozance ofthe danger they ſhall fall into, it they ſhall harbour oꝛ concealeHim ; Wee doe 
hereby publiſh and declare, That the ſayd smith is not onely a Popiſh Pꝛieſt, and with a 
high p2elumption taketh vpon him to exerciſe Eccleſialticall Juriſdiction , pzetendedto bee de · 
rined fromthe Sea of Rome, within this Our Realme, andendeauoureth to ſeduce Our 


| coxeſhondenc with Our enemies, tending to the deſtruction of Our State, | | 
And therefoze u9ee doe now againe renew Our fozmer command foz i apprehetiſion, - 
and doe hereby further ſignifie, That wholdeuer ſhall Lodge, Harbour, oz Reliene the dard 
Smith 02 any other Pꝛieſt, Jeſuite, oꝛ other, hauing taken Oꝛders by authozitte pzetended | 
to bee dertued from the Sea of Rome; chall inturre the danger of Our Lawes made againſt 
-  theHarbourers, Lodgers, and Relieuers of Piteſts, to the full extentthereof, which bythe 
-Htatutes ofthis Our Realme is Felonte. : 
And wee doe further hereby declare, (which weelhall really perfozme )That wholorner 
-all diſcouer the ſayd Scolth, and caule him to bee appzehended, as afozeſayd ſhall haue a re⸗ 
ward ofone hundꝛed pounds in money, to bee pꝛeſently payd vnto him by Us, and ſhall allo 
haue the benefit of all ſuch Penalties and Fozfeitures, which ſhall oꝛ may attrut vnto Us. 
and bee fozfeited by that perſon, CIP houſe the ſayd smich hall bee found to haue beene 
harboured oꝛ concealed. 

And Wee further charge and command heereby, (as by Dur fozmer Pzoclamatton wee 
did) all and ſinguler Our Judges, Puſtices of Peace, Matozs;Shiriffes;Conſtables,and ail 
other Our Officers , Miniſters and louing Subtects, That ifthey ſhall findeanyperſonof- 
fending herein, that then they, and euery of them, pꝛoteede with all dfligence and rear 
nelle, not onciy againſt the ard smith, but alſo againſt all ſuch as hall harbour, conceale, oz 
connine at his tontealement,oꝛ ſhall not vie their belt endeauours los his diltouerp and ay 
henſion, actoꝛding to the vttermoſt extent of Our Lawes, |
